Import  and  Duty  Concessions. — Provi- 
jion  has  been  made  for  the  remission  of 
fiuty  on  individual  consignments  of  goods 
Intended  for  non-commercial  use  in  scien- 
|ific  research,  instruments  and  apparatus 
)f  a  kind  liable  to  Key  Industry  Duty,  and 
roods  for  industrial  research.  For  the  con- 
venience of  importers  applications  for  re- 
mission of  duty  may  be  addressed  now  to 


the  Board  of  Trade,  Industries  and  Manu- 
facturers Department,  Division  iB,  I.G. 
House,  Millbank,  London,  S.W.i.  These 
arrangements  do  not  avoid  the  need  for 
importers  to  make  separate  application 
for  an  import  licence  where  this  is  neces- 
sary. From  September  26,  the  various 
"  liberalisation "  import  concessions  have 
been  extended  to  Western  Germany.  These 
concessions  permit  the  import  without  in- 
dividual licence  of  a  wide  range  of  goods 
from  most  O.E.E.C.  and  many  other  soft- 
currency  countries. 

Coroner's  Remarks  Resented. — Follow- 
ing a  recent  meeting  of  the  Birkenhead 
and  Wirral  Pharmacists'  Association,  Mr. 
R.  C.  N.  Powell  (secretary)  issued  a  state- 
ment pointing  out  that  the  recent  reports 
of  an  inquest  (see  p.  394)  on  a  small  child 
who  died  through  taking  tablets  prescribed 
for  its  mother's  use  had   referred  to  an 
alleged  failure  on  the  part  of  the  chemist 
supplier    to    take    proper    precautions  to 
guard  against  such  a  possibility.   The  tab- 
lets in  question,"   continued  the  statement, 
"  were  supplied  on  a  medical  prescription, 
and    it    would    have    been  professionally 
unethical  for  the  chemist  to  have  labelled 
them  otherwise  than  in  strict  accordance 
with  the  prescriber's  directions.  .  .  .  Any 
such  warning  must  be  a  matter  for  the 
doctor,  where  he  considers  it  appropriate. 
In  the  main,  the  public  does  realise  the 
necessity  for  keeping  all  medicines  in  place 
where  infants  and  small  children  cannot 
readily  gain  access  to  them.  Having  regard 
to  the  high  professional  standards  of  phar- 
macists which  ensure  that  all  legal  require- 
ments in  handling  medicines  are  observed, 
and  that  the  public  is  safeguarded  to  the 
fullest  extent  consistent  with  responsibilities 
to  doctor  and  patient,   the  coroner's  re- 
marks, based  as  they  are  on  an  apparent 
misunderstanding  of  the  position,  are  much 
resented  by  local  chemists."

Santonin  to  be  Produced  in  Pakistan. 

— British  manufacturers  of  santonin — 
T.  &  H.  Smith,  Ltd.,  Edinburgh,  and  Car- 
negie Chemicals  (Welwyn),  Ltd.,  Welwyn 
Garden  City — have  announced  that  they 
have  concluded  a  long-term  contract  with 
the  government  of  Pakistan  for  the  supply 
of  Artemisia.  A  new  company,  Kurram 
Chemical  Co.,  Ltd.,  in  which  the  two 
companies  have  an  equal  interest,  is  being 
formed;  it  will  be  registered  in  Pakistan 


shortly,  and  a  factory  is  being  erected  at 
Rawalpindi  under  the  supervision  of  che- 
mists from  the  British  companies.  A  labo- 
ratory is  being  established  in  Pakistan  to 
co-operate  with  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture in  improving  the  santonin  content 
of  Artemisia.  The  chemists  of  the 
Pakistan  company  will  collaborate  with 
provincial  government  departments  in  the 
development  of  other  areas  as  sources  of 
supply  of  santonica  and  for  the  cultiva- 
tion, collection  and  processing  of  other 
drugs  indigenous  to  Pakistan.  Marker 
Alkaloids,  Quetta  (sole  agents :  Biddle, 
Sawyer  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  London)  are  also 
parties  to  the  santonica  contract  with  the 
Pakistan  Government. 

LEGAL  REPORTS 

Pharmacy  Act  Fine. — At  Huddersfield, 
West  Riding,  police  court  on  September 
25,  Slaithwaite  &  District  Co-operative 
Society,  Ltd.,  were  fined  £5  for  a  breach 
of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933.  It 
was  alleged  that  the  word  "  Pharmacy  " 
had  been  used  over  a  business  at  which  a 
qualified  pharmacist  was  no  longer  in  con- 
trol. A  plea  of  not  guilty  was  entered  and 
it  was  stated  that  when  the  Society  lost 
its  pharmacist  full  information  had  been 
given  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and 
to  the  police  superintendent  of  the  area; 
a  notice  had  also  been  put  up  in  the  shop 
indicating  that  there  was  no  longer  a  qua- 
lified pharmacist  on  the  premises.  The 
vacancy  had  been  advertised  nineteen 
times. 

Pharmacy  Act  Fines.  —  At  Hove,  re- 
cently, Lows  (Port  Slade),  Ltd.,  69  Station 
Road,  Portslade,  were  fined  a  total  of  £10 
for  two  contraventions  of  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act,  1933. — At  Old  Street, 
London,  magistrates'  court  on  September 
22,  fines  totalling  £100  were  imposed  on 
Stoke  Newington  Chemists,  Ltd.,  75  High 
Street,  Kingsland,  London,  E.8,  on  four 
charges  (made  at  the  instance  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society)  of  breaches  of  the  Phar- 
macy and  Poisons  Act,  1933.  The  charges 
included  selling  slimming  (dextroampheta- 
mine) tablets  to  an  agent  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  without  making  an  entry 
in  the  Poisons  Register  and  without  taking 
a  signature.  "  I  am  told,"  said  the  magis- 
trate, "  that  the  gentleman  who  really  is 
the  company  has  been  in  this  sort  of  busi- 
ness for  many  many  years.  He  should  have 
known  better.  Indeed,  he  was  warned  in 
June."

Ph.C,  Sunderland.  After  gaining  further 
experience  in  Northallerton,  he  went  as 
first  assistant  to  Collis  &  Williams,  Valetta, 
Malta,  and  while  there  took  the  Maltese 
qualification.  On  returning  to  England  he 
qualified  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  in 
1 9 10,  after  study  at  Westminster  College. 
He  gained  medals  in  pharmacy  and 
materia  medica.  For  the  next  five  years  he 
worked  for  Boots,  Ltd.,  serving  for  four 
years  as  a  branch  manager  in  Southamp- 
ton. There  he  made  his  entry  into  pharma- 
ceutical affairs,  taking  an  active  interest 
in  the  local  Pharmacists'  Association.  In 
1 91 5  he  acquired  a  pharmacy  in  Ealing, 
London,  and  later  founded  the  business  of 
Thomas  Marns,  Ltd.,  proprietary  distribu- 
tors, 2  Caxton  Street,  London,  S.W.i.  He 
was  a  Council  member  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  from  1922  until  pressure  of 


business  caused  him  to  retire  in  1940,  and 
was  its  president  during  the  years  1936-38. 
During  that  time  he  was  commanded  by 
the  King  to  attend  the  Coronation  cere- 
mony. Mr.  Marns  was  chairman  of  the 
Society's  Law  Committee,  and  also  served 
on  the  Organisation  and  Publications 
Committees  and  on  the  British  Pharmaceu- 
tical Conference  Executive.  A  council 
member  and  a  past-president  of  the  Pro- 
prietary Articles  Trade  Association,  and  a 
past-chairman  of  its  retail  section,  he  served 
also  for  many  years  on  the  council  of  the 
Proprietary  Association  of  Great  Britain. 
Locally,  he  had  been  a  president  of  the 
West  Middlesex  Pharmacists'  Association 
and  Branch  of  the  Society,  and  of  the 
Middlesex  Pharmaceutical  Committee.  He 
was  the  founder  of  the  Ealing  Rotary 
Club,  a  past  master  of  two  Masonic  lod- 
ges, and  a  member  of  the  City  Livery  and 
Savage  Clubs.

In  September  1939  he  was 
appointed  assistant  lecturer  in  pharma- 
cology and  therapeutics  at  the  Royal  In- 
firmary, Sheffield,  and  in  October 
1946  became  first  lecturer  in  applied  phar- 
macology at  University  College  London 
and  University  College  Hospital  Medical 
School,  and  in  1949  Reader.  In  the  Uni- 
versity of  Glasgow  he  worked  under  the 
direction  of  Professor  Ralph  Stockman  on 
the  toxic  principles  of  legumes  and  cereals  ; 
with  Professor  Morris  he  studied  carbo- 
hydrate metabolism  in  relation  to  vitamin 
Bi  and  the  therapeutic  testing  of  vitamin 


D3,  In  London  and  Sheffield  he  studied  the 
role  of  blood  histamine  in  adrenalectomised 
animals.  At  Sheffield  his  principal  investi- 
gations were  concerned  with  the  mechan- 
ism of  endocrine  metabolism  and  neuro- 
muscular transmission.  From  1933  to  10^7 
he  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  examin- 
ers for  Scotland  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  A  past-member  of  the  faculty  of 
medicine  and  of  the  senate  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Sheffield,  he  is  at  present  a  member 
of  the  faculties  of  medicine  and.  science  of 
the  University  of  London  and  of  medical 
sciences,  University  College,  London.  He 
is  the  author  or  part-author  of  twenty- 
three  papers,  and  is  helping  in  the  revi- 
sion of  the  8th  edition  of  Clark's  Applied 
Pharmacology. 

Mrs.  Patricia  Branson,  a  former  Aus- 
tralian pharmacist  now  married  to  an 
Englishman  (Mr. 
Peter  Branson,  a 
director  of  Rey- 
nolds &  Branson, 
Ltd.,  Leeds)  visited 
the  British  Phar- 
maceutical Confer- 
ence for  the  first 
time  at  its  Glasgow 
meeting.

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Free  Medicines  in  Australia:  How 
the  New  Scheme  is  Working 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  Australian 
Federal  Council  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  and  the  Federated  Pharmaceu- 
tical Service  Guild  of  Australia,  the  Com- 
monwealth Pharmaceutical  Benefits  Act 
came  into  general  operation  on  Septem- 
ber 4.  Under  its  provisions,  all  Austra- 
lian residents  are  entitled  to  have  pres- 
criptions dispensed  free  of  cost  provided 
they  come  within  the  official  formulary, 
and  the  Commonwealth  Government  pays 
chemists  on  a  tariff  dispensing  basis  on 
presentation  of  monthly  claims.  Generally, 
the  scheme  began  well,  but  it  may  take 
six  months  to  adjust  anomalies.  In  the 
first  v/eek  or  two,  for  example,  there  was 
a  mild  run  on  insulin  and  some  expensive 
drugs  in  short  supply. 

The  Liberal-Country  party  Government 
had  by  regulation  withdrawn  the  extensive 
formulary  provided  by  the  previous 
(Labour)  Government,  and  substituted  a 
shorter  formulary  of  "  essential  life-saving 
and  disease-preventing  drugs."  The  list  is 
being  reviewed  by  a  formulary  committee 
that  includes  practising  doctors  and  che- 
mists. No  compounding  is  provided  for, 
but  compounded  medicines  are  to  be  in- 
cluded later  if  the  need  is  demonstrated 
by  the  Committee.  Thus  ended  the  vir- 
tual stalemate  caused  by  the  B.M.A's  re- 
fusal to  co-operate  (because  of  objections 
to  the  original  formulary,  Government 
prescription  forms,  and  penalties  imposed 
upon   doctors)   when   the   Act   began  to 


operate  in  June  1948.  Doctors  may  now 
write  prescriptions  upon  Government  forms 
or  upon  any  other  paper  of  a  prescribed 
size,  provided  they  mark  every  prescrip- 
tion "  Pharmaceutical  Benefits "  and 
supply  a  duplicate. 

With  the  launching  of  the  modified  ser- 
vice, one  group  of  "  approved "  retail 
pharmacies  and  a  few  Friendly  Society 
dispensaries  published  advertisements  an- 
nouncing that  they  had  been  approved  to 
dispense  prescriptions  under  the  Act. 
"  Approval  "  is  virtually  automatic  under 
the  Act  to  every  "  pharmaceutical  chemist 
who  is  willing  to  supply  pharmaceutical 
benefits.  .  .  ."  The  advertisements  stopped 
short  of  offering  inducements,  for  which 
the  penalty  is  £50,  but  complaints  reached 
the  Federal  Pharmaceutical  Public  Rela- 
tions Secretariat  from  several  States  that 
the  advertisements  implied  that  the  dis- 
pensing services  of  the  advertised  pharma- 
cies and  dispensaries  were  superior  to 
others,  or  offered  special  advantages.  Che- 
mists were  advised  by  the  Secretariat  to 
refrain  from  advertising. 

In  Victoria,  the  matter  was  debated  by 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety, which  referred  the  advertisements  to 
its  committee  of  ethics.  Reference  was 
made  at  the  Council  meeting  to  the  recent 
findings  of  the  Statutory  Committee  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain 
on  complaints  by  the  Society  about  the 
advertising  of  dispensing  services,  which 
showed  close  alignment  to  the  Australian 
problem.  The  Statutory  Committee's  report 
will  doubtless  be  of  great  value  to  the  in- 
dividual State  Pharmaceutical  Societies  in 
Australia  in  helping  to  educate  all  Austra- 
lian pharmacists  to  the  need  to  observe  a 
truly  professional  code  of  ethics  by  not 
advertising  dispensing  services.

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THE  PROFESSION  IN  PRACTICE 

10. — The  Pharmacy  of  Cox  &  Robinson,  Ltd.,  75  High  Street, 

Stony  Stratford,  Bucks 


Situated  on  Watling  Street  and  almost 
midway  along  the  former  stage-coach 
route  between  London  and  Birmingham, 
the  business  of  Cox  &  Robinson,  Ltd., 
Stony  Stratford,  dates  from  1760.  The 
shopfittings  are  the  original,  but  the  pre- 
sent shopfront  was  installed  in  1840.  The 
main  business  activity  of  the  pharmacy 
now  is  the  dispensing  of  two  to  three 
thousand  National  Health  Service  prescrip- 
tions per  month,  in  the  30  ft.  x  16  ft. 
dispensary  situated  immediately  behind  the 
shop.  Much  of  the  tradition  of  an  old 
family  pharmacy,  however,  is  retained. 
Vinegar,  soda  and  mineral  waters,  for  ex- 
ample, are  still  sold,  and  (until  other 
specialist  shops  opened  in  the  town)  tea, 
tobacco  and  cigars  were  stock  lines. 

The  shopfittings — examples  of  eigh- 
teenth-century craftsmanship  in  mahogany 
— include  drug  runs,  and  curved,  scalloped

bottle  runs  decorated  with  gold  inscrip-j 
tions.    The  main  building,  though  narrow, 
is  spacious  and  includes,  on  the  ground 
floor,  an  office  built  behind  the  dispensary,] 
The  first  floor  is  devoted  to  a  laboratory 
which  is  connected  with  a  Jacobean  hous 
— itself  closely  interwoven  with  the  whole 
business  premises.  The  second  floor  is  use 
for  storing  dressings,  etc.     In  the  yard  i; 
a  warehouse  built  with  two-foot-thick  ston<; 
walls.      Its    cellars    are   used   for  storing 
mineral  waters,  ether,  benzene,  etc.,  anc 
the  ground  floor  for  the  bottle  room,  50 
gall,   oil   drums   (of  linseed,  colza,  cattl* 
castor   and   cod-liver   oil)   and  veterinar 
and  agricultural  products,  which  form  abou 
40  per  cent,  of  the  business.    In  a  roon 
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over  a  coachhouse  and  stables,  situated  at 
the  foot  of  the  two-hundred-yard-long  gar- 
den, are  stored  carboys  of  acid.  The 
business  is  in  the  charge  of  Mr.  W.  P.  B. 
Phillpotts,  M.P.S.,  managing  director  of 
the  company  and  son  of  the  pharmacy's 
previous  owner.  He  employs  a  staff  of 
two  unqualified  assistants,  a  porter,  and  a 
gardener.  The  business  hours  are  from  8 
a.m.  to  7  p.m.  with  rota  duties  on  Thurs- 
days and  Sundays.  The  retail  business  is 
mainly  credit,  dealing  with  schools,  Gov- 
ernment departments  and  farms.  A  small 
high-class  toilet  trade,  equivalent  to  about 
10  per  cent,  of  the  business,  is  maintained 

MEDICAL 

Dimercaprol     in     Lead     Poisoning. — 

Bastrup-Madsen,  Arhus  Municipal  Hospi- 
tal, Denmark  ("Lancet,"  1950,  259,  pp. 
171-72);  reports  that  in  two  cases  of  lead 
poisoning,  dimercaprol  increased  the 
amount  of  lead  excreted  in  urine  imme- 
diately after  administration.  Mobilisation 
of  lead  did  not  appear  to  aggravate  the 
symptoms  of  intoxication.  The  drug  was 
administered  as  a  50  per  cent,  solution  in 
arachis  oil  containing  10  per  cent,  benzyl 
benzoate.  Four  doses  of  0.1  mgm.  were 
administered  the  first  day,  two  doses  from 
the  second  to  the  fourth  day,  and  one  dose 
on  the  fifth  and  sixth  days. 

Flaxedil  in  General  Anaesthesia. — As  an 

adjuvant  in  general  anaesthesia  Flaxedil  (tri- 
(/?-diethylaminoethoxy)-benzene  triethodide) 
has  the  useful  property  of  being  miscible 
with  thiopentone.  Rudell  ("  Lancet," 
CCLVIII.953)  compared  its  effectiveness 
and  freedom  from  undesirable  qualities 
with  those  of  rf-tubocurarine.  He  used  it 
as  a  muscle  relaxant  in  440  cases,  and 
found  it  more  rapid  and  more  transient  in 
action.  In  fact,  a  combination  of  nitrous 
oxide  as  a  narcotic,  intravenous  pethidine 
to  supplement  it  analgesic  properties,  and 
Flaxedil  as  muscle  relaxant  gave  "  a 
general  anaesthesia  approaching  the  ideal." 

A  New  Drug  in  Leprosy. — Ryrie,  medi- 
cal secretary,  Briti'sh  Empire  Leprosy  Re- 
lief Association  ("Lancet,"  1950,  259, 
286-87),  gives  a  favourable  preliminary  re- 
port on  the  use  of  />-acetylaminobenzalde- 
hyde  thiosemicarbazone  in  leprosy — one  of 
a  series  of  compounds  that  have  proved 
useful  in  certain  cases  of  tuberculosis.  The 
drug  was  administered  to  ten  cases  for 
only  four  months,  and  appeared  to  have 
the  following  advantages  over  sulphones : 
(a)  There  was  clinical  and  bacteriological

improvement  within  the  four  months ;  (b) 
there  was  an  absence  of  mental  depression; 
and  (c)  the  drug  appeared  to  be  relatively 
free  from  toxicity,  giving,  for  example,  no 
evidence  of  anaemia  or  haemolysis,  and  no 
tendency  to  lepra  fever.  The  author  recom- 
mends further  study. 

Insecticide  Poisoning. — Milles  and  Salt 
("British  Medical  Journal,"  August  19,  p. 
444),  describe  a  case  of  poisoning  due  to 
parathion  (para-nitrophenyl-diethyl  thio- 
phosphate)  in  an  agricultural  worker  to 
"  emphasise  the  nature  of  the  risk,  the 
importance  of  its  prompt  recognition  and 
the  value  of  treatment  with  atropine."  The 
man.  aged  forty-six,  had  been  engaged  for 
three  weeks  in  preparing  an  insecticide 
spray  for  hops,  using  a  preparation  con- 
taining 20  per  cent,  of  parathion.  The 
preparation  was  labelled  as  to  its  poison- 
ous nature  and  the  workers  were  instructed 
to  wear  protective  clothing.  At  4  p.m. 
on  June  20,  1950,  a  drop  of  the  20  per 
cent,  preparation  splashed  on  to  the 
worker's  forearm,  covering  an  area  about 
the  size  of  a  6d.  piece.  A  raised  weal 
appeared  within  a  few  minutes.  At  9.45 
p.m.  He  experienced  sudden  pain  at  the 
back  of  his  head,  spreading  to  the  fore- 
head, followed  a  few  minutes  later  by 
violent  vomiting  and  persistent  abdominal 
pains.  This  was  followed  by  weakness  of 
the  legs,  after  which  he  remembered  noth- 
ing until  next  morning  in  hospital.  Atro- 
pine gr.  1/60  was  administered,  then 
treatment  was  continued  with  atropine 
sulphate  gr.  1/75  intravenously,  then  gr. 
1/100  hourly  for  three  doses  then  two 
hourly  for  two  doses,  and  hypodermically 
hourly  for  three  doses.  In  the  morning  the 
patient  was  rational  and  in  the  afternoon., 
normal.

The  paper  "  The  Stability  of  Injection 
of  Morphine  Sulphate  "  (of  which  an  ab- 
stract was  published  in  the  C.  &  D.,  Sep- 
temper  16,  p.  348)  was  read  by  Mr.  T.  D. 
Whittet. 

Discussion 

Mr.  A.  D.  Powell  raised  from  the  chair 
a  question  on  the  effect  of  pu  of  morphine 
solutions  on  their  stability.  Dr.  G.  E.  Fos- 
ter observed  that  the  discoloration  of  mor- 
phine injections  must  long  have  been 
noted.  Nobody  knew  the  reason  for  it, 
though  it  was  proved  that  the  cause  was 
not  pseudo-morphine.  He  gave  details  of 
comparisons  he  had  made  of  the  actual 
colours  of  injection  solutions  with  and 
without  metabisulphite. 

Pharmaceutical  Rubber  " 

Professor  H.  Berry  pointed  out  that 
the  paper  brought  up  again  the  question 
of  the  quality  of  pharmaceutical  rubber. 
The  possibility  of  a  standardised  rubber 
had  been  explored  without  success,  but 
even  with  a  standard  mix  different  rubbers 
might  result.  The  lubricant  used,  for  ex- 
ample, might  give  trouble.  The  same  at- 
tention should  be  given  to  the  composition 
of  rubber  as  had  been  given  to  glass.  Mor- 
phine salts  appeared  to  give  trouble  ac- 
cording to  their  age,  and  in  records  of 
research  the  age  of  the  material  should  be 
stated. 

Dr.  F.  Hartley  said  the  implications 
of  the  paper  were  that  pharmacological 
tests  were  against  the  conclusion  that  the 
colour  of  the  solution  had  any  relation  to 
the  pharmacological  effect.  A  more 
thorough  pharmacological  examination  was 
necessary. 

Mr.  Whittet  replied.  He  agreed  that 
the  pn  of  morphine  solutions  was  impor- 
tant :  Professor  Berry  had  shown  that  the 
more  acid  the  morphine  solution  the 
greater  its  stability.  He  had  ascertained 
from  the  suppliers  of  the  rubber-capped 
bottles  that  a  change  of  composition  of  the 
caps  had  taken  place  in  1944  from  one- 
half  smoked  sheet,  one-half  pale  crepe  to 
all  pale  crepe.  He  agreed  with  Dr.  Hart- 
ley about  the  necessity  for  more  pharma- 
cological tests.

Arsenic  Limit  Tests 

W.  Mitchell,  H.  M.  Perry  and" 
L.  A.  Shearing 
[Abstract] 
The  general  method  of  the  pharmacopceial 
limit  tests  for  arsenic,  based,  apparently, 
on  a  paper  by  Hill  and  Collins  (C.  &  D., 
I9°5»  67,  548)  have  remained — as  have 
the  procedures  for  preparing  solutions  suit- 
able for  testing — substantially  unchanged 
since  they  were  introduced  into  the  1914 
B.P.  [In  the  general  test  the  substance  is 
brought  into  solution  by  one  of  a  number 
of  prescribed  methods,  and  a  comparison 
is  made  of  a  stain  produced  by  volatilisa- 
tion upon  mercuric  chloride  test  paper 
when  the  solution  is  reacted  with  zinc  AsT 
with  stains  similarly  produced  from  known 
amounts  of  arsenic]  Instances  are  cited 
to  show  that,  where  preparation  of  the 
test  solution  involves  exposures  to  oxidis- 
ing agents,  the  official  test  fails  to  give 
correct  results,  despite  the  use  of  stannous 
chloride  as  reducing  agent.  Special  treat- 
ment is  then  necessary,  but  analysts  dis- 
agree on  what  the  treatment  should  be. 
The  results  of  applying  and  examining 
various  treatments  are  given,  and  it  is 
shown  that  the  B.P.  arsenic  limit  tests  are 
inaccurate  for  a  much  larger  number  of 
substances  than  has  been  recognised.  The 
substances  are  grouped  according  to  the 
test  procedure  prescribed,  and  modifica- 
tions (designed  to  present  all  the  arsenic 
in  the  trivalent  state)  are  described.  The 
need  for  revising  the  B.P.  tests  is  em- 
phasised, and  it  is  further  recommended 
that  the  official  test  apparatus  should  be 
modified  to  require  the  use  of  plumbised 
cotton  wool  in  place  of  lead  acetate  paper. 
Adoption  of  the  tests  described  would 
require  the  adoption  of  an  additional  re- 
agent :   potassium  iodide  AsT.

The  paper  was  read  by  Mr.  H.  Deane 
in  the  absence,  through  illness,  of  Mr.  Mit-i 
chell. 

Discussion 

Mr.  Powell,  from  the  chair,  said  that 
he  had  a  special  interest  in  the  subject 
because  for  years  he  had  been  arguing 
with   Government   analysts   about  arsenic 
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contents.  He  also  had  used  potassium 
iodide  in  the  manner  described  by  the 
authors,  and  could  confirm  the  efficiency 
of  the  method.  The  oxidation  with  bromi- 
nated  water  as  a  factor  militating  against 
the  success  of  the  test  was  a  valuable  point 
to  bring  out. 

Dr.  E.  F.  Hersant,  Dagenham,  con- 
gratulated the  authors  on  their  thorough 
investigation  of  a  matter  that  other  ana- 
lysts had  lacked  the  courage  to  investigate, 
and  later  speakers  added  their  congratu- 
lations. He  confirmed  and  estimated  the 
advantages  of  plumbised  cotton  wool. 

Dr.  D.  G.  Garratt,  Nottingham,  urged 
adoption  of  the  technique  of  the  Society 
of  Public  Analysts,  which  sanctioned  the 
use  of  sulphite  rather  than  iodide.  He 
thought  the  sulphite  was  preferable. 

Mr.  H.  E.  Stuckey,  London,  was  glad 
the  controversial  subject  of  the  B.P.  arsenic 
test  had  been  raised.  Many  had  criticised 
it,  but  hitherto  none  had  come  forward 
with  the  results  necessary  for  redrafting 
the  test.  The  present  tests  would  work,  he 
claimed,  in  the  hands  of  somebody  with 
the  required  technique,  as  he  had  observed 
in  the  work  of  an  experienced  analyst  of 
his  acquaintance.  Few  realised  the  high 
degree  of  adherence  to  detail  that  was  re- 
quired in  carrying  out  the  test. 

Mr.  Deane  took  notes  of  the  discussion 
to  pass  on  to  Mr.  Mitchell. 

Silver  Complexes  of  Thiosemi- 
carbazones  towards  Silver 
Nitrate 

E.  A.  Haugas  and  B.  W.  Mitchell 
[Abstract] 

The  analytical  behaviour  of  several  aroma- 
tic thiosemicarbazones  has  been  investi- 
gated in  order  to  establish  a  method  of 
assay.  In  the  investigation  the  silver  deri- 
vative was  precipitated  from  a  solution  of 
4-acetamidobenzaldehyde  thiosemicarba- 
zone  in  methyl  alcohol  using  excess  of  a 
saturated  methyl  alcoholic  solution  of  sil- 
ver nitrate.  The  silver  derivatives  of 
several  other  aromatic  thiosemicarbazones 
(benzaldehyde,  4-nitrobenzaldehyde,  sali- 
cylaldehyde,  4-ethylsulphonylbenzaldehyde 
and  4-acetamidosalicylaldehyde)  were  pre- 
pared by  the  authors  and  the  silver 
content  determined.  Many  were  not  suf- 
ficiently stable  towards  light  and  heat  to 
permit  quantitative  estimation  of  the 
silver.  In  each  case  more  than  one  silver 
atom  is  associated  with  each  thiosemicar- 
bazone  molecule.    By  far  the  most  stable 


complex  was  that  obtained  from  4-acet- 
amidobenzaldehyde thiosemicarbazone,  and 
a  complete  examination  of  the  derivative 
was  possible.  Elemental  analysis  indicated 
that  it  had  the  formula  CioHnGNNsSAg, 
while  determination  of  the  nitrate  group 
with  nitron  suggested  a  possible  struc- 
ture :  — 

CH3CONH.  C6  H4.CH-NN 

= C  (S  Ag)NH2  AgNOi 

A  method  of  estimation  has  been  evolved 
using  the  known  reaction  with  nitrous  acid 
to  form  5-amino-i  ,2,3,4-thiotriazole.  The 
reaction  is  quantitative.

Discussion 

Dr.  E.  F.  Hersant  pointed  out  that  the 
accepted  end-point  of  the  nitrite  titration 
was  the  production  of  a  colour  with  starch 
iodide,  reproducible  after  standing  for  one 
minute.  Mr.  Mitchell  agreed,  and  said 
that  the  first  indication  of  colour  was  sud- 
den and  appeared  to  be  reproducible  after 
from  two  to  three  minutes.  He  told  Mr. 
Paul,  Nottingham,  that  work  was  proceed- 
ing on  an  assay  for  sulphur. 

Tuberculostatic  Activity  of  Some 

Thiosemicarbazones 

By  E.  M.  Bavin,  R.  J.  W.  Rees,  J.  M. 
Robson,  M.  Seiler,  D.  E.  Seymour  and 
D.  Suddaby. 
[Abstract] 

Several  members  of  a  series  of  thiosemi- 
carbazones substituted  in  the  aromatic 
nucleus  by  a  2-hydroxyl  group  showed  a 
high  degree  of  in  vitro  activity  coupled 
with  a  lower  toxicity  than  the  correspond- 
ing thiosemicarbazone  un-substituted  in 
the  2-position.  The  only  compounds  show- 
ing significant  in  vivo  activity,  however, 
were  those  substituted  solely  in  the  4-posi- 
tion.  The  results  confirm  the  findings  of 
others  that  the  ethylsulphonyl  compound 
is  somewhat  more  active  than  the  4-ace- 
tamido  compound.  No  relationship  exists 
between  the  in  vivo  and  in  vitro  tubercu- 
lostatic activity  within  the  series  of  sub- 
stances. Good  correlation  exists  between 
the  results  obtained  by  the  mouse  survival 
and  the  mouse  corneal  methods  of  con- 
ducting the  test. 

Discussion 
Mr.    C.    E.    Coulthard,  Nottingham, 
said  he  was  interested  to  see  the  use  the 
authors  had  made  of  the  mouse  tests. 
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EARLY  PAYMENT  FOR  EXPENSIVE  DRUGS 

TO  enable  chemist  contractors  under  the  National  Health  Service  to 
receive  payment  on  account  for  expensive  prescriptions  that  they  have 
dispensed,  the  Ministry  of  Health,  in  agreement  with  the  Central 
National  Health  Service.  (Chemist-Contractors)  Committee'  and  the  Joint 
Pricing  Committees,  has  made  the  arrangements  described  below.  They 
apply  to  prescriptions  dispensed  from  October  1  onwards  which  fall 
into  the  following  categories :- 

(a)  Bulk  prescriptions:     one  or  more  of  not  less  than  £50  total  net 
ingredient  cost." 

(b)  Ordinary  prescriptions:     individual  forms  containing  a  prescript- 
ion or  prescriptions  of  an  aggregate  value  of  not  less  than  £20  net 
ingredient  cost. 

(c)  Groups  of  prescriptions,  bulk  or  otherwise  (not  necessarily  for 
the  same  drug) :    no  prescription  to  be  less  than  £3  net  ingredient 
cost' and  the  total  net  ingredient  cost  of  the  group  to  be  not  less 
than  £40. 

To  take  advantage  of  the  arrangements  a  chemist  should  send  his 
prescriptions  that  fall  into  these  categories,  for  pricing  before  his 
normal  monthly  bundle  so  that  they  reach  the  Pricing  Office  not  later 
than  the  first  of  the  month  after  that  in  which  they  were  dispensed. 
A  covering  letter  to  the  Office  Superintendent  should  accompany  them. 

After  pricing  them  the  Office  will  tell  the  Executive  Council  of  the 
number  of  prescriptions  concerned  and  their  net  ingredient  cost,  based 
on  the  prices  for  the  month  then  being  dealt  with.    The  Council  will 
add  that  amount  to  the  normal  payment  on  account  for  the  prescription 
stated  on  form  E.G. 38  for  that  or  the  following  month  (depending  on 
when  the  Pricing  Office  gives  the  Executive  Council  the  details).  The 
Council  will  then  tell  the  Pricing  Office  to  which  month's  account  the 
payment  for  expensive  prescriptions  has  been  added,  the  Pricing  Office 
will  keep  the  expensive  prescriptions  with  the  remainder  of  the  chem- 
ist's prescription  bundle  and  the  pricing,  including  the  adjustment  of 
ingredient  costs,  subsequently  completed.    In  certifying  the  account 
for  any  month  the  Pricing  Office  will  state  in  the  remarks  column  of 
Form  E.C. 47(a)  the  total  number  and  cost  of  such  prescriptions 
included  in  columns  5  and  10. 

) Expensive  prescriptions  priced  under  the  arrangements  are  to  be 
excluded  from  any  general  calculation  to  arrive  at  the  basis  for 
subsequent  payments. on  account. 

To  cover  borderline  cases  the  Executive  Council  may  apply  the  pro- 
cedure at  their  discretion —  for-  example,  where  the  general  average 
value  per  prescription  of  a  chemist  is  unusually  low,    where  the 
chemist's  financial  position  (e.g.  as  a  new  contractor)  warrants 
special  consideration,  or  where  an  expensive  prescription  or  group  of 
prescriptions  falls  just  outside  the  definitions  given  above. 

A  circular  letter  setting  out  the  arrangements  is  being  sent  to 
Executive  Councils  for  issue  to  chemists  and  to  local  Pharmaceutical 
Committees."
